Wasninaton, March 6.—-(Special.]—-There 
was a lurid scene in the house this afternoon. 
Indeed, a first-class fight between Joe Can- 
non, of Illinois, and Seth Milliken, of Maine, 
was narrowly averted. Cannon did strikea 
blow widi his hand upon Milliken’s shoulder, 
as a challenge for a fight, but Milliken refused 
However, Milliken refused because 
rematks.

Mr. Milliken had reported a $200,000 public 
building bill for San Jose, California. He 
made ashort speech favoring the bill, when 
Cannon arose and opposed it.

MR. CANNON’S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Cannon said there was no necessity for 
the building, and that $200,000 was too much 
anyhow. Ithad gotten so that any public 
building bill would go through. Nearly every 
member had one he wanted, and it had gotten 
to be a regular log-railing business. Indeed, 
every one wanted to get his hand into the pot 
of pork, and not one cared how many other 
hands got in just so he got a slice. 

Mit: MILLIKEN’S REPLY. 

Mr. Milliken replied in somewhat of a joca- 
lar vein that his experience had taught 
hin: that the man who made the greatest fuss 
about other fellow’s hands in the pork pot, was 
generally the one who had gotten a big slice 
before. 

CANNON GREW ANGRY. 

Mr. Cannon jumped to his feet in anger, 
slinging hisarms around wildly. He repeated 
Milliken’s words, and added: ‘‘And I suppose 
you mean to ‘apply also that the fellow who 
cries londest to stop thief, is generaliy the 
greatest thief.”’ 

“That’s about it—I would have said it, had 
not the gentleman from Illinois been my 
friend,’ chimed in Mr. Milliken, smilingly. 

Immediately Mr. Cannon flew into a wild 
passion, throwing his ds around like the 
gauge balls of an engine. He said he had 
been in congress sixteen years. He had never 
reflected upon any member’s personal or po- 
litical character, and this was the first time a 
remark had ever been made reflecting upon 
him. 

ADVANCING TOWARD MILLIKEN. 

As he talked he commenced walking down 
the aisle toward Mr. Milliken. Intense ex- 
citement prevailed. Members gathered around 
expecting a fight, Others, who could not get 
near, stood up on their toes to look over the 
heads of those near, and those far off prepared 
to stand in chairs. As Mr. Cannon finished 
his sentence, he was within arms-reach 
of Mr. Milliken. He looked the Maine man 
straightin the eye. There was intense silence 
for just an instant. 

Theu Mr. Cannon blurted out: 

**Do you repeat your assertion ?”’ 

“Certainly,” said Mr. Milliken, who had not 
lost his temper, but appeared nervous. 

HERE, AND NOW. 

With a quick motion Mr. Cannon drew up 
his coat sleeves. His right hand came down 
heavily upon the Maine man’s shoulder. His 
leftAist was clenched, and his frame was shak- 
ing all over with anger, when he said: 

“Let's have this thing out right here and 
now, Seth Milliken.” 

The Illinois man drew back to strike. 

MILLIKEN CRAWFISHES. 

But Milliken was quick to see thata fight 
would not do, and replied: 

“Get away from here, Cannon. 
I intended nothing personal.” 

Then turning to the chair, he said: 

“Mr. Chairman, I move the previous ques- 
tion.’’ 

This ended the matter.

THE SECRET SESSION JARGON, 

The senate consumed all today again in a 
“dark lantern”’ session, discussing what was 
best to do with newspaper correspondents who 
persisted in printing their secret session news. 

The idea of jailing the correspondents unless 
they will tell the source of their information. 
has practically been abandoned. It met with 
such decided opposition that Senator Ka. 
munds moved that all senators and confiden- 
tjal clerks go before the bar of the senate and 
purge themselves. He wanted all who 
had never given out any information to the 
press to sweantoit, and all who had, to confess 
in full, and take an iron-clad oath neyer to do 
SO again. 

This was, however, voted down almost 
unanimously. Senator Plumb then intro- 
duce:l.a resolution to abolish the press gallery, 
which was likewise voted down. Dozens 
of other suggestions were made, 
and nearly every senator present ; had 
a worl to say, but all propositions 
were voted down, and adjournment was again 
had without a decision upon any plan. 

As matters now stand many senators .are 
very much annoyed. Indeed, they are angry, 
but there seems only one solution, the abol- 
ishment of ‘dark lantern” sessions. 

THE CHAIRMEN IN CONSULTATION. 

Speaker Reed called all his chairmen of 
committees together this morning, and. gave 
thein strict instructions to hold down the ap- 
propriations, He said he was determined that 
the democratic predictions that this would be 
the most extravagant administration in the 
history of this country, should not prove cor- 
rect. It is understood an effort will be made 
to kill the river and harbor bill, and put that 
money in appropriavons that will prove politi- 
cally beneficial to the republican party.

Be it enacted, etc., That any clerk or deputy 
clerk of a court of the United States, a commis- 
sioner appointed according to law to aid in the se- 
lection of jurors, marshal er deputy marshal, or 
other officer-+who has any duty to perform undcr 
the law in providing theguames of persons who are 
intended toserveas juror¥in United States courts, 
or in the placing of the nanies. of such 
persons in the box from which the 
names of persons to serve as jurors are to be 
drawn, or in discharging any other funetion 
in connection with the drawing or summoning of 
persons to serve as jurors who shall wilfully select 
and place in such box the names of any persons 
who are intended to serve as jurors with reference 
to the party affiliation of such persons, or who 
shall wrongfully discharge any such duties with 
the intent to select or procure jurors to serve in 
such courts, on account of their political or relig- 
ious opinions, shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than $1,000, or by imprisonment not more 
than six months, or both, 

Sec. 2. That any of the officials named in the 
foregoing section who shall combine, or conspire, 
with any other officer or person; and any person 
who shall combine or eonspire with any such 
afticer to arrange for che drawing .or. sunpwnoning 
of jurors to serve in any United States court with 
a view to religious or political or partisan opin- 
ions of such juror; and any such officer or person 
who shall wilfully do, or perform, or aid in the do. 
ing, or performing, of any act required by law to 
be done in connection with drawing or summoning 
persons to serve as jurors in such way as 
to further such combination or conspiracy, or to 
promote the execution thereof, shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than $5,000, or by imprison- 
ment not more than two years, or by both.

UNCLE SAM’S HOUSES. 

A Lively Discussion in the House Over 
Public Buildings. 
WASHINGTON, March 6.—The entire morn- 
ing hour was consumed in the discussion of 
the bill for the’ compulsory attendance of 
witnesses before registors and receivers of 
land offices; but no action was taken. The 
house went into cominittee on the whole, and 
proceeded to the consideration of public 

building bills. 

After considerable discussion, -Mr. Cannon 
offered a substitute for the bill, leaving the 
selection of a site in the hands of acommission 
composed of the secretary of the treasury, 
postinaster-general, and secretary of the in- 
terior. 

The substitute was lost—15 to 93,.and the 
bill was laid aside with a favorabie recom- 
mendation. sills providing for public build- 
ings at Lansing, Michigan, Galsburg, Illinois, 
and Ashland, Wisconsin, was also faid aside 
favorably. 

The house then, at 6 o’clock, adjourned. 


CHICAGO IS READY, 


Government Fixes the Time 
for the Fair. 

Wasuincton, March 6.—A delegation of 
representative men from Chicago reached 
Washington this afternoon, and immediately 
afterward held a conference with the sub-coui- 
mittee of the special world’s fair committee of 
the house. Chairman Candler, after the con- 
ference: had adjourned, both in words and 
manner, expressed himself as greatly pleased 
with what had transpired at the conference. 

“They have satisfied the sub-committee,” 
he said, ‘‘that they have a bona fide 
subscription, every dollar of which is 
as good as cash, of $5,250,000 to begin with. 
They have also satisfied us ef their ability to 
easily raise the $10,000,000 guaranteed by Chi- 
eago. Altegether, we are very much gratified 
atthe showing made. The government was 
not asked for anything, and there was no sug- 
gestion that it should do any more than give its 
name to the fair, which it should do, as it is 
an international exposition.’’ 

The Chicago delegation, when the question 
of postponing the fair until 1893 was discussed, 
saidthe government might doas it thought 
proper, but wanted it understood that Chicago 
does not ask for a postponement, as the build- 
ings can all be erected in time fér the exhibi- 
tion in 1892,

A DEATHBED | CONFESSION. 


The Cold-Blooded Assassination of 
Dr. Leveridge. 


DECOYED TO HIS -DEATH. 


A Dying Murderer Makes a Clean 


Breast of His Crime. 


NORRISTOWN, Pa., March 6.—After twenty- 
four years, the mystery surrounding the assas- 
sination of Dr. Joseph Levering, of Lower 
solved. The murder 
was one of the. most noted of its day, by reason 
of the sensational features surrounding it. The 
veil has at last been lifted by the death-bed 
confession of John G. Henderson, who died in 
that place Tuesday evening, within a short 
distance of the scene of the tragedy, 

On February 13, 1866, Dr. Levering, who had 
been making a professional call, was in the act 
of putting away his team for the night, and 
while coming out of the stable, the report of a 
gun was heard from behind a stone wall within 
ten feet of the door in which the doctor stood. 
The doctor’s residence was close to Hender- 
son’s store. The unusual report of a gun 
within a yard of the dwelling aroused the 
family, and the lifeless body was found a few 
minutes after the shooting. The alarm and 
excitement drew a large crowd that evening, 
and every householder joined in scouring the 
neighborhood for the assassin, ‘Henderson 
assisting his neighbors. 

HE AIDS IN OFFERING A REWARD. 

An inquest was held, and after a searching 
investigation, nothing could be found for the 
suspicion of any one. The excitement occa- 
sioned by the shooting was slow to die out. 
Leading citizens, including Henderson, issued 
a circular offering $1,000 reward for thé appre- 
hension of the murderer. With the lapse of 
time the murder sank from public attention, 
but gossip recounted many interesting inci- 
dents in the relationship which had existed 
between Henderson and Levering. Hender- 
son was proprietor of a village store, and was 
of good repute. When the war broke out Dr. 
Levering was drafted and Henderson went to 
the army as his substitute. Among other con- 
siderations for this service the doctor was 
to have charge of Henderson’s business and 
his family. It was said at the time that Hen- 
derson became jealous of ‘the doctor’s atten- 
tion to his family, but he afterward showed no 
evidence of such feelings. Henderson resumed 
his business and five years subsequently illness 
compelled him to retire. He moved to Phila- 
delphia, but returned to his former home, and 
at once became a leading citizen of Lower 
Marion. 

THE MURDERER’S CONFESSION. 

Fearing that this illness was to be his last, 
he ealled in his family to his bedside Tuesday 
afternoon and confessed to killing Dr. Lever- 
ing in cold blood. He discribed the tragedy 
minutely, and also confessed to sending Dr. 
Levering on a decoy call previous to the shoot- 
ing. Henderson expired a little before mid- 
night. He gave no reason for his bloody deed, 
and the confession has caused as much of ex- 
citement as did the crime itself. 

THEY DO NOT BELIEVE IT.

IT’S A CLOSED BOARD Now. 


The Police Make a Raid Upon the “Open 
Board of Brokers.”’ 

NEW YORK. Mareh}.—Captain McLaughiin, 
of the Old Slip police station, accompanied by 
twelve men of his command, made a raid this 
afternoon on the bucket shop known as the 
‘‘Open Board of Brokers’’ at 46 Broad street. 
The place, which isowned by G. W. Todd, 
was in full blast at the time; and everybody 
found in the place was made a prisoner. The 
money, blackboards, and various other para- 
pharnelia were seized, and the prisoners were 
marched to the stationhouse in batches of six. 


A Jewelry Store Robbed. 

KANSAS City, Mo., March 6.—Burglars en- 
tered ahe jewelry store of Bob. J, Dunning, 
438 Minnesota avenue, Kansas City, 
Kan.. at an early hour yesterday 
morning, and directly under full 
glare of an electric light broke a safe open 
with a ten pound sledge hammer aud secured 
£4,000 worth of diamonds, rings, watches. and 
chains. The jewelry in cases was not dis- 
turbed. The police authorities of both Kansas 
Cities were at once notified of the robbery.

The police are extra watchful, and are 
conducting an active search for the persons 
suspected of being implicated in the sending of 
the letter.

THE CARS TELESCOPED. 


A Bad Wreck on the Lake Shore Railroad 
—Several Persons Killed. 

Brrrawo, N. Y., March 6.—Train No. 12 on 
the Lake Shore line from the west, due in 
Buffalo at 9:10 a. m., and running very fast to 
make np lost time, broke in two near Ham- 
burg, at about 8:50 o'clock. The front 
part of the train, consisting of an engine, 
tender, smoker and day ccaches was quickly 
brought to a stand-still. The rear haif, com- 
posed of five heavy Pullmans, came on the 
down grade and crashed into the second day 
coach.-The Pullman being the heavier, 
lifted the day coach into the air aftd they now 
lie one on top of the other, 
and both having teléscoped the first day 


coach. 

Both the day coaches and the puliman were 
fall of passengers and the loss of life and limb 
is probably very high. Ten are reported 
killed outright. A wrecking train with a 
relief party of surgeons soon left for the scene 
of the accident. 

The railroad authorities and employes re- 
fused any information whatever to the press. 
An Associated ‘Press reporter went on the 
train as surgeon’s assistant. “ No reporters 
were allowed to go, if known to be such. 

Informati from the train dispatcher’s 
office is that the south track was clear at 12:10 
#. ™. So that trains could pass. Four persons 
are reported killed and ten injured—one 
fatally. ‘The wrecking train sent word to the 
hospital at 12:50 to be prepared for ten pa- 
tients, that they were then ready to start. 

THE KILLED AND INJURED. 

Hampurc, N Y., March 6.—[Midnight.}— 
As near as can be ascertained, ten were killed 
and twenty-five injured at the wreck near 
Bayview. Train 12 had three baggege and 
four day coaches and four Pullmans. The 
train parted some miles west of Hamburg, at 
the coupling between the last day coach and 
the first sleeper. The first section went on 
ahead, and’was stopped by Conductor Houg- 
lantag pulling the bell rope. Most of those in 
the last day coach were warned in time to 
leap, but those in the first Pullman had no 
warning, and the cars met and telescoped 
with terrific force. 

The Pullman was completely buried beneath 
the other car. Anengine was dispatched to 
Buffalo for aid. J. E. Minnie, who had his 
arm cut off, was takewalong. It was two and 
one-half hours before the vhysicians arrived. 
A wrecking train preceded the relief train, and 
work was begun extricating the imprisoned 
sufferers. The bodies already taken out are 
stretched in the baggage car. J. Swann, col- 
ored porter, is among the number.

A POSTAL TELEGRAPH.

A Bill Introduced to Establish Government 
Lines, 

WASHINGTON, -March 6.-—Representative 
Taylor, of Lllineis, today introduced in the 
house, a bili to provide for the establishment 
of a system of government telegraphs, for the 
use of the government and the people, and to 
be operated as a part of the postal system. It 
provides that a board, consisting of the secre- 
tary of state, secretary of war, and postmaster- 
general, shall cause to be built, or shall buy 
lines of telegraph, wherein it is the opinion 
such are needful to _ the urposes 
of the government. The bill pro- 
vides that these government telegraphs 
shall yield no earnings beyond the cost of 
operating the same, and at all times to keep 
the outgo and income as nearly equal as may 
be. To this end, as soon as may be, the post- 
master general shal] name such rates at which 
messages may be sent as shall keep the total 
earnings and expenses as nearly equal as may 
be, or as shall make the lines self-sustaining, 
and the postmaster general shall from time to 
time so change the rates that they shal! con- 
form to this requirement. Pending the ac- 
quirement of sufticient information to carry 
out the last described provision of thelaw, the 
rate of one cent a word for distances un- 
der 500 miles is provided.

The fate of the new waterworks and the 
trunk sewer extensions will be determined to- 
morrow.

The friends of the waterworks bonds have 
concluded that the people are against the 
sewer bonds, and refuse to work for the sewers, 
fearing that they may injure their own 
plan. This condition of affairs has 
been observed by the friends of 
the sewer __ bonds, and yesterday 
threats were freqnuegtiy heard from the sewer 
men to carry the waterworks bonds down 
with them. 

Both factions held meetings at the city hall 
yosterday.

The friends of the waterworks met in the 
mayor’s office, and Mayor Glenn presided. 
The members of the water board, the mem- 
bers of the waterworks committee of the gen- 
eral council, and the members of the citizens’ 
committee composed the meeting.

WHAT THE PEOPLE THINK. 

Throughout the day the bonds were dise 
cussed. Of the two, the waterworks bouds 
are by far the most popular. 

These are the opinions of some of Atlanta’s 
representative men: 

JupGE W. L. CatHouNn: “T am opposed ta 
issuing these bonds for sewers, though I think 
we should, by all meaus, perfect our sewer sys- 
tem. I believe we ought to apply the regular 
income. of the city te this purpose, and in this 
way, | believe, we can get the sewers as we 
need them. But I want to say that [ have 
every confidence in the city ofticers. We have 
put them. in office to look after these things, 
and if it is their belief that it isexpedient te 
issue these bonds, EF am satisfied. 
My opposition - is tw getting the 
city into debt, but if thoee whe 
have investigated the matter thoroughly, and 
whose business by virtue of their office it is te 
look after the city’s best interests, think it 
necessary to issas the bonds. I, who have not 
given the matter iny attention, cannot set my 
opinion up against theirs.”’

me down as in favor of the bonds —yes, strongly 
in favor of issuing tuem. If there is aizything 
a city needs it is good sewers. We need thens - 
and should have them.’’ 

Mr. G. T. Dopp: “No, sir, there is ne 
earthly reason why we should issue bonds ta 
fix our sewers. We are spending nearly *& 
hundred thousand dollars a year, anyhow, for 
sewers, and that’s enough. We can build 
them as we goalong. We are now suffering 
for sewers, and the chances are that we will 
not suffer, even without issuing bonds. All 
this talk about the health of people living 
along these trunk sewers being endangered is 
in your mind, Why, I know a half-dozen fam 
ilies living almost at the mouth of one of the 
big sewer, and nobody in the world enjoys 
better health than they do. There is Mr. Cot- 
tingham, who lives on Capitol avenue, right 
at the mouth of one of the biggest sewers. He 
was in here this morning, and says he had noe 
had a doctor at his house in a year, and that 
everybody in that neighborhood is happy and 
healthy. No, sir, I am opposed to the Fonds.” 

Mr. J. G. OGiesBy: “I understand that 
the issuing of these bonds was unanimously 
determined upon as necessary by the council 
aftereareful investigation, that after further 
and close investigation, the aldermanic board 
ratified that determination, and further, that 
the board of heaith. after investigation, unani- 
mously endorsed and recommended that bonds 
for sewer improvement be issued. This being 
so, I cannot set my judgment up against that 
of these authorities, whose duty itis to intel- 
ligently administer the affairs of the city. If 
the council, the aldermanic board, and the 
board of health think it necessary that these 
bonds be issued to meet the emergency, £ 
cheerfully acquiesce in their view.’’

Several of Atlanta’s leading citizens pre- 
rent their views in cards over their own signa 
. tures: 

MR. JOEL HURT AGAINST SEWER BONDS. 

Epirors CONsSTITUTION—The advisability of 
issuing one hundred thousand dollars of 
city onds with which to extend sewers 
in the city, is becoming a question of deep 
concern to the prople of Atlanta. Mr. Haas 
argues that the sewers ought to be built and that 
this is the only method of providing funds with 
which to do the work this year. This is the sum 
and substance of all his communications on the 
subject, and so far I suppose that nine-tenths of 
the people will agree with him. But he does not 
enter into the question as ee with other 
public works that are very much more needed to 
supply the actual necessities of our people. There 
is something about this proposed issue of one 
hundred thousand dollars of city bonds that the 
people should know. 

It is generally understood that this proposition 
to issue one hundred thousand dollars of bonds for 
Sewer purposes grows out of an inability on the 
part of the chairinan of the sewer committee to 
carry out his plans as he has heretofore succeeded 
in doing.* An undue proportion of the sewer ap- 
propriation has been expended for two years on a 
sewer in which the chairman of the sewer com- 
mittee is very largely interested. The Butler 
Street sewer, together with a number of others, 
has been neglected. They claim that this sewer 
did not receive any of the last year’s approjiria- 
tion, and their demand appears to be justi- 
fied. But this does not satisfy the enterprising 
chairman of the sewer committee. I understand 
that it is proposed to expend fifty to seventy-five 
thousand dollars on the Loyd street sewer, more 
than half of the entire issue of one hundred thou- 
sand dollarsof bonds. Is this right? Is it just to 
other sections of the city and other works that 
have been urgently demanded by the people? 

Out of the large appropriation for sewers this 
year, and the money in addition which is to be 
realized from the sale of lords, not one dollar is 
to be expended in those portionsjof the first and 
fifth wards lying west of the railroads. The peo- 
pie in this portion of the city are almost 
entirely neglected in this respect. 
The committee did allow six thousand 
gqeollars to {extend the mineral spring and 
Peters Street sewers last year and 
this is to offset the expenditures 
aggregating $31,000 on the Pryor street 
sewer for two years past. What interest have 
these people in the western portion of the city in 
these bonds except that they will be accorded the 
privilege heretofore enjoyed of paying their pro 

ita of interest without any of the benefits? 

Vhat advantage is to be derived by the eastern 
portion and many other localities that have al- 
ready been taxed heavily for the construction of 
Sanitary Sewers? Why, I know one street upon 
which the proporty owners paid last year $13,- 
160.4% for a sewer and not one dollar of 
which was contributed by the city. 
Some of these property owners 

aid $1.97 per front foot as against 90 cents per 

oot being charged this year, end yet these same 
ople are to be taxed to pay the interest on one 
undiel thousand decliars to lyld sewers for 
othec localities, Is this just? Will the people of 
Atianta submit. to such discriminaticn? It is 
true the council has voted to issue these bonds, 
but what does this mean? Simp’y that in the ad- 
justment of matters between committees a con- 
cession his been made to the sewer committee. I 
feel assured that if each member of the city gov- 
ernment would speak out his real sentiments, a 
majority would be found opposed to the issue of 
the bonds. 

But there are other works urgently den:anded, 
and must be delayed for want of funds. The most 
pressing of these is probably the demand for ex- 
tensions of water mains. There are petitions be- 
fore the water board for mains on Haynes, Foun- 
ary: Alexander, Frazier, Currier, Calhoun, How- 
ard, McDaniel, Richardson and Elizabeth streets 
and from Edgewood, Highland and Ponce deLeon 
avenues, besides other streets, aggregating in all 
about forty thousand feet of mains, to supply the 
mecessary water, and for which no provision is 
made. On thirteen thousand feet of this street 
frontage the sanitary +ewers have already been 
built, and have been paid for by the property 
ecwners; yet they can’t get water. 

If the city is to issue bonds to build sewers 
there should be some broad equitable plan adopte 
and not issue bonds to satisfy this or that locality 
while other sections go neglected. 

There is another matter which deserves mention. 

The city could not issue these bonds except for 
the new territory taken in, and yet no provision is 
made to spend any money this year on this new 
territory, which, really, is being pledged for the 
payment of these sewer bonds. JOEL Hurt.

EpIToRS CONSTITUTION: THE CONSTITUTION 
has done much for Atianta and has always mani- 
fested a lively disposition to advance her interests, 
but in my humble opinion you have done no act 
for the city for which the people owe you more 
thanks or are under more obyigations to you than 
your excellent editorial of Wednesday last, advo- 
cating the issuance of sewer bonds. ‘The passive 
attitude of Mayor Glenn and the open opposition 
of ex-Mayor Hillyer on the subject, have doubt- 
less had their effect on some of our citizens, and 
your editerial is, therefore, timely and fitl 
spoken. Asamember of theboard of health, 
have been frequently called upon to look into the 
condition of some of the natural drains of the 
city, and in my opinion a vast amount of work is 
necessary to be done, and done at once. It would 
be almost suicidal to build these trunk sewers by 
the slow process of yearly appropriations from the 
city’s income. Theonly objection I have to the 
proposition is that instead of $100,000 of bonds it 
should be $500,000, and the ex diture of that 
amount properly applied would be an excellent in- 
vestment for the city. Municipalities are not 
formed for the purpose of investing its funds with 
aneye looking to a money revenue in return 
therefor, but for the purpose of applying its in- 
come to those channels which will give to the peo- 
ple in return increased comforts and facilities for 
enjoyment of life, health and happiness, and if 
the yearly income is not sufficient to meet urgent 
and pressing demands, (as in this instance) then it 
should be supplemented by an issue of bonds. 

I believe the mayor and general! council will 
properly apply the proceeds ngayrong from the sale 
of these bonds, and am willing to leave the matter 
of selecting the places where to begin the work 
with them. There is no danger of injuring At- 
lanta’s credit by this issue of bonds, if the pro- 
ceeds are properly applied, and we have every 
reason to believe that this will be done at the 
hands of the gentlemen now controlling the affairs 
of the city. Ithink the people may safely trust 
them until at least we discover evidences of un- 
faithfullnes. 

The condition in which the proper application of 
the funds would leave the city would attract pop- 
ulation and have a tendency to advance rather 
than retard her credit. 

Atlanta Is not only a manufacturing city but is 
also getting to bea city of residences, and there 
is nothing so attractive to pilgrims seeking homes 
asa fine, healthysanitary condition. Wehavethat 
now and let us retain it by providing all the facil- 
ities which science suggests for doing so. 

It is possible that on failure to issue bonds, the 
growing necessity for sewers may demand in- 
creased assessments of property’ values, 
in order to raise the necessary funds 
for the work from year to year, thus putting 
an unnecessary burden on the present generation 
the profit of which will descend largely to the 
subsequent generation. Posterity will be better 
able, by reason of the improved condition of prop- 
erty, to pay the bonds than we are to pay the tax 
necessary to build the sewers.

For the Water Works. 


Hon. A. L. Kontz, chairman of the water 
works committee of the general council, was 
requested to present to the public the work 
done by the joint commitiees. Mr. Koutz says: 

‘‘The matter of increasing our water supply, 
I fear, is not fully appreciated by our citizens. 
Our mayor and_ general council, realizing the 
situation, subinitted the matter to a general 
committee, consisting of:] - 

“James R. Wylie, W.A. Hemphill, John R. 
Gramling, Jacob Eisas, L. P. Grant, Dr. A. 
W. Calhoun, ex-Mayor George Hillyer, citi- 
zens’ committee. 

“Ex-Mayor ©. C. Hammock, Aaron Haas, 
George Winship, W. W. Boyd, H. C. Erwin, 
Z. A. Smith, board of water commissioners. 

“Hl. T. Inman, Joseph Hirsch, A. L. Kontz, 
council committee. 

‘These gentlemen, after thorough considera- 
tion and the most careful investigation of the 
subject, most of them giving the matter tlieir 
persona! attention, reported that: 

The amount of water flowing daily into the lake 
isabout one million gallons, not one half of the 
amount which is daily drawn out of the lake, in 
other words, the supply going into the lake is not 
one half of the amount'taken out each day. 

The lake contains two hundred and fifty million 
gallons, and that reserve supply Saves us from a 
water famine, as the rainfall is generally 
suflicient to keep the lake nearly 
full, although at times it has fallen eight feet, and 
the supply of the city was threatened. 

We are satisfied that it would be folly for the 
city torely any longer upon the present water 
works, and while we believe that we can optaina 
sufticient supply from them for the next year or 
two, yet we are confident thatinthe courze of a 
few years the city would be without water. The 
demand for water has increased for the past three 
years at a rate of about fifty per cent., 
and we . expect a _ greater increase’ in 
the future, as our population is rapidly 
growing and our manufacturing industries are 
increasing at a most gratifying rate. 

The joint committee, as above named, therefore 
recommend that while they would be unwilling to 
increase the bonded debt of the city for ordinary 
purposes, yet we feel that it would be good policy 
to issue bonds to build new waterworks, as this 
would not be an expenditure, but an investment, 
and a good investment, which would pay a good 
per cent upon the cost. 

With these new waterworks, furnishing a 
much larger supply, the income would 
be much greater in proportion, and the operating 
expenses would not be much increased. We, 
therefore, think that the city could well afford to 
issue bonds for this investment. 

‘*The general council has received and ap- 
proved the report of these gentlemen, and it is 
now to be submitted tothe people, who, by 
their vote on Saturday next, are to decide for 
the water bonds, or against the water bonds. 
For the water bonds means continued pros- 
perity for Atlanta. Against the water bonds 
may mean a water famine within the course of

Fie Urges the Public Library as the Comple- 
ment of the Public School—Good Read- 
ing Necessary for the People.

New York, March 6.~ [Special.]—Ex-Presi- 
dent Grover Cleveland, who was one of the 
speakers at the meeting called at Chickering 
hall in bebalf of the free circulating library, 
was received with great enthusiasm. In speak- 
ing, he said: 

The few words Ishall speak on this occasion, I 
intend rather asa pledge of my adherence to the 
cause in which you are enlisted, .than an attempt 
to say anytjiing new or instructive. I gladly join 
with the enthusiasm of a new conyert, in the fe- 
licitations of those who have done noble and ef- 
fective work inthe establishment and mainte- 


nance in our city of a free circulating library; 


and it seems to me they have abundant cause for 

congratulation in a review of the good which has 

alreatly been accomplished through their efforts, 

and inthe contemplation of the further useful 

ness which awaits their continued endeavors. 
THE VALUE OF EDUCATION. 

In every enlightened country the value of popu- 
fat education is fully recognized, not only asa di- 
rect benefit toits recipients, but as an element of 
strength and safety in organized society. Con- 
sidered in these aspects it should nowhere be bet- 
ter appreciated than in this land of free institu- 
tions consecrated to the welfare and happiness of 
its vitizens, and deriving its sanction and its power 
from the people. Here the character of the peo- 
pie is inevitably impressed upon the government, 
and here our public lifeean no more be higher and 
purer than the life of the people, than a strean) 
ean rise abpve its fountain or be purer than the 
spring in which it has its source. | 

That we have not failed to realize these condi- 
tions is demonstrated by the establishment of 
free schools on every side, where children are not 
only invited but often obliged to submit them- 
selves to sich instruction as will better their situ- 
ation in life and fit them to take part intelligently 
in the conduct of the government. 

Thus in our schools the young are taught to 
read. and in this manner the seed is sown from 
which we expect a profitable return to the state, 
when its beneficiaries shall repay the educational 
advances made to them by an intelligent and 
natriotie performance of their social and political 
utes. 

THE WORK SHOULD NOT BE NEGLECTED. 

And yet if we are to create good citizenship, 
which is the object of popular education, and if 
we are to insure to the country the full benefit ol 
public instruction, we can by no means consider 
the work as completely done in the schoolrcom. 
While the young gathered there are fitt ing the m- 
selves to aasume in the future their political obli- 
gations, there are others upon wW hom these 
obligations already rest, and who now have 
the welfare and safety of the country in their 
keeping. Our work is badiy done if these are neg 
lected. They have passed tie schooFage. and have 

erhaps availed themselves of free instruction y 
but they, aS well as those still in school, should, 
nevertheless, have within their reach the means oi 
further mental improvement and the opportunity 
of waining that additional kuowledge and infor- 
mation, which can only be secured by access to 
useful and instructive books. |

REACHING BUT THE BEGINNING. 

Teaching the children of our land to read is but 
the fir-t step in the scheme of creating good citi- 
zens by means of free instruction. We teach the 
young to read so that both as children and as men 
and women they may read. Our teaching must 
lead to the habit and the desire of reading to be 
useful: and only as this result is reached, can the 
work in our free schoals be logically supplemented 
and wade vainable. 

Therefore, the same wise policy and intent 
which open the doors of our free schools to our 
vonng, iso suggest the campletion of the plan 
this entered upon, by placing books in the hands 
of those who in our schools have been taught to 
read. 

A man or woman who never reads and is aban- 
doned to unthinking torpor, or who allows the 
entire mentatlife to be bounded by the narrow 
lines of a daily recurring routine of effort for 
mere existence, cannot eseape a condition of bar- 
renness of mind which not only causes the decay 
of: mibiyidual eontentmen] and bappiness, but 
which Fails to yield to the state its Justly expected 
retuthn of usefulness in valuable service 
wholesome political action. 

READING SHOULD BE GENERAL. 

Another branch of this question should not be 
overlooked, It is not only of great importance 
thatour vouth and our men and women should 
have the ability, the desire and the opportunity to 
read, but the kind of books they read is no lessim- 
portant. Without guidanceand without the invi- 
tation and encouragement to read publications 
which will improve as well as interest, there is 
danger that our people will have in their hands 
books whose ififluence and tendency are of a neg- 
ative sort, if not positively bad and mischievous. 
Like other good things the ability and opportu: 
nity to read may be so used as. to defeat their be- 
nencent purposes. 

The hoy ne a greedily devours the vicious tales 
of iinaginary daring and blood-curdling adventure 
which in these days are far too accessible to the 
young, will have his brain filled with notions of 

ife and standards of manliness which, if they do 

not make him a menace to peace and good order, 
will certainly not tend to make hima useful mem- 
ber of sovicety. 

‘The man who devotes himself to the flash litera- 
ture now much too common, will, instead of in- 
creasing lis vaiue as a citizen, almost surely de- 
generate in his ideas of public duty and grow dull 
in bis appreciation of the obligations he owes his 
country.

A LOSS TO THIE STATE. 

In both these cases there will be dloss to the 
State. There is danger also that a positive and 
aggressive injury to the community wiil result: 
add such readers will certainly suffer deprivation 
of the happiness and contentment which are the 
fruits of unproving study and well regulated 
thought. 

So too, the young woman who seeks recreation 
and entertainment in reading silly and frivolous 
books often of doubtful moral tendency is herself 
in the way of becoming friyoious and silly, if not 
of weak morality. If she escapes this latter con- 
dition she is almost certain to become utterly un- 
fitted to bear patiently the burden of self-support 
or tc assume the sacred duties of wife and mother. 

Contemplating these truth, no one can doubt 
the importance of securing for those who read, as 
far asitisin our power, facilities for the study 
and reading of such books as will instruct and in 
nocently entertain, and which will at the same 
time improve and correct the tastes and desires: 

TECHNICAL READING NECESSARY. 

There is another thought somewhat in advance 
of those already suggesteg, which should not pass 
unnoticed. 

As an outgrowth of the inventive and progressive 
Spirit of our people, we have among us legions of 
men, and women, too, who restlessly desire to in- 
crease their knowledge of the new forces and 
agencies which at this time are being constantly 
dragged from their lurking places and subjected 
to the use of man. Those earnest inquirers should 
all be given a chance, and have put within thcir 
reach such books. as will guide and inspire their 
efforts. If, by this means, the country shall gain 
to itself a new inventor, or be the patron of en- 
ageavor which sha'l add new elements to the stm 
of human happiness and comfort, its intervention 
will be well repaid. 

These considerations and the fact that many 
among us having the ability and inclination to 
read, are unable to furnish themselves with profit- 
able and wholesome books, ampiy justify the ben- 
#ficent mission of our Free Circulating Library.

The concert given at the Second Baptist church 
last night, under the auspices of the Sunday 
school, was a pronounced success. The audience 
fairly filled the body of the church, while some 
one hundred and fifty members of the Sunday 
school occupied the large temporary stage erected 
as an extension of the rostrum proper.

After a prolonged round of applause, Pro- 
fessor Denck played ‘‘Les Belles de New York,” by 
Satter, in a way toset all wondering whether they 
had ever really heard a piano played previously.

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LIFE ON THE OCEAN WAVE, 


As Told at-the R. R. ¥. M.C. A. Hall Last 
Night. 

One of the best things.in the members’ 
course of lectures and entertainments given by 
the Railroad Men’s Christian association was 
the lecture on “Life on the Ocean Wave’’ by 
Rey. R. 8. Barrett, D. D., last night. 

Dr. Barrett has, in late years, conducted a 
number of parties to Europe, and, crossing the 
ocean frequently, he is quite familiar with the 
deep and life upon its bosom. 

The description of the ocean, in calm and 
storm, was vivid and beautiful. Byron says 
that ‘‘man has marred the land, but he cannot 
mar the  sea.’’ The Atlantic is the 
ocean with which the lecturer is most 
familiar. It is about as wide as this continent. 
The same distance is traversed between New 
¥ork and Live las between New York and 
San Francisco. No one.would think of run- 
ning the same engine across the continent, 
though the same engine drives the ship with- 
out stop or change across the ocean. 

A bouttwo hundred men constitute the force 
of the steamship of today. Usually twelve 
engineers, a large number of firemen, black- 
smiths, carpeuters, etc. Half of the force are 
used in the management of the vesse). The 
other half for the eare of the passengers. © 

The dangers of travel on the sea 
are really less than travel on land. Storms 
are no great difficulty. The greatest dangers 
are the fogs and icebergs. Icebergs are dan- 
gerous, because their presence cannot always 
be noted in fogs, they having no lights or 
whistles. The iceberg, if it is a large one, can 
usually be discovered when near by the colder 
temperature of the water. 

Ships are no longer in danger of fire, as they 
are built of steel. An ocean voyage may be 
as safely attempted as a short railroad trip at 
night. The lecturer described the air and 
water-tight compartments into which a ship is 
divided, and its two sets of machinery. mak- 
ing it absolutely safe. | 

‘*Sea sickuess,’’ said the lecturer, “‘is the 
only thing in the world that will make a wo- 
man forget her personal appearance.”’ 

Many travelers have queer notions of what 
they see. A lady said she had visited Venice 
atan unfortunate time—there was a great 
flood there. Pompeii was described by a 
traveler as ‘“‘terribly out of repair.’’ 

The lecturer in an interesting description, 
spoke of life on boardofaship. Think of two 
thoasand people occupying the space of a'ship, 
say 520 feet long by 200 feet wide. The different 
grades of soclety on board, the rich, the people 
of mederate means, etc. Some very amusing 
anccdotes were related of the English earls, 
lords, dukes, etc. 

The sailors are curious and don’t mean any- 
thing by their profanity. They are supersti- 
tous and swear when the weatheris calm, 
but refrain in a storm. 

The table on shipboard, with its magnifi- 
cence, was described also, the games, concerts 
aud other amusements indulged in by the 
traveler at sea. 

A death and burial at sea was graphically 
portrayed. 

The lecturer instituted a beautiful compari- 
son between the church of God and the gulf 
stream, and closed with a fine portrayal of the 
departure of the ship, slowly moving out of 
the harbor until in the open sea it could begin 
to use its ponderous machinery in its onward 
march. Sothe soul moves on until it is free 
from the things of earth when it moves for- 
ward in the boundless ocean of time till it 
reaches its final destiny. 

The audience was kept in laughter or tears 
the whole evening. Many humorous incidents 
were related, with here and there touches of 
pathos that held every one in closest attention.

Taxing a Southern Industry. 

We print in another column a communi- 
tation from Major John C. Whitner in re- 
gard to the use of cotton seed oil for cook- 
ing, and we desire to call the attention of 
»ur people to what he says. 

We believe, as Major Whitner says, that 
rotton seed oil ought to be able to stand on 
its own merits, but this still leaves objec- 
tions to the class and sectional legislation 
that is proposed by the bill to tax the cotton 
seed oil lard out of existence. The govern- 
ment does not need the revenue that might 
be collected under this bill, nor is it an 
honest revenue bill. It is simply an attempt 
to tax out of the market a cheap and whole- 
some food product in behalf of the vile stuff 
(stewed out of cholera-sick hogs, and hogs 
smothered in transit) that goes under the 
name of refined lard. 

Moreover, the -imposition of this tax 
would be used as an argument against the 
consumption of cotton seed oil in any form, 
and would have a tendency to prejudice ig- 
morant people against its use. The com- 
pound lard, as was shown by chemical anal- 
ysis before the last congress, is pure and 
wholesome. 

What is everybody's business is nobody's 
business. There have been some protests 
giade from the south and from southern alli- 
ance men, but it seems to us that the impor- 
tance of the matter calls for a more substan§ 
tial] movement than has yet been made in 
the south. . 


- Senator Barbour on Virginia. 

Senator Barbour’s speech on the Blair bill 
made a terrible showing for Virginia. 

The senator did not hesitate to say that 
most of the people of Virginia are poorer 
now than they were nineteen years ago. 
Their agricultural interests were never more 
depressed, and the largest landholders are 
the poorest citizens. 

It is certainly a-.very startling assertion 
that the majority of the Virginians are 
poorer now than they were six years after 
the war. But Virginia has been politically 
unfortunate. Her people have been divided, 
and Mahoneism has left its blighting mark. 
The troublesome debt question, too, has re- 
tarded the progress of the state. 

In some directions, however, Virginia has 
forged ahead. According to the latest sta- 
tistics Richmond had a population of 53,000 
in 1865, and now has 87,000. Her banking 
rapital in that period has grown from zero to 
$2,500,000, and her taxable values from 
$25,000,000 to $51,000,000. Her few manu- 
facturing establishments with their small 
capital twenty-five years ago have increased 
to 724 faetories, with a capital of $13,329,- 
745, employing 20,453 hands, and selling an- 
nually goods tothe amount of $31,088,960. 
Other cities and towns show gratifying pro- 
gress, but the state at large it must be ad- 
mitted has enjoyed only a small share of the 
prosperity and development so conspicuonsly 
exhibited in Georgia. 

Virginia is blessed with wonderful natura] 
gidvantages. Her people are in a fair way to 
become united and harmonious, and they 
will soon bring their state to the front with 
her more prosperous sisters. Senator Bar- 
bour’s dismal picture will be retouched with 
brighter colors in another decade. 


4 Revenue Cutters and the Navy. 

The bill now pending in congress which 
provides for the transfer of the revenue 
- gutter service to the navy has many strong 
advocates, and there are good reasons why 
it should become a law. 

Revenue cutters have military as well as 
civil duties to perform. They are equipped 
as a part of the navy, and yet enjoy none of 
the rights and privileges of that branch of 
service. In-other counties the two are con- 
solidated, and in this country they naturally 
desire such a union, and numerous boards of 
trade have passed resolutions in favor of it. 

The proposed transfer would add to our 
mavy some forty vessels, 200 officers and 
1,000 men. As the revenue cutters are 
practically a part of the navy there seems to 
be no good ground for detaching them and 
making them a part of the civil service. 


Senatorial Folly. 

Occasionally, the glorious old senate of 
the United States deserts its battles in the 
committee room and proceeds to make an 
effort to inaugurate what it is pleased to call 
reform. 

The trouble with the glorious old senate is 
that it keeps up the form of holding secret 
sessions, that are secret only in the minds 
of those who are members of the glorious old 
senate. Public opinion has long ago decided 
that these secret sessions are un-American in 
spirit and unnecessary, but the senators 
think it incumbent on them to keep up the 
traditions of their body, and the result is 
that once or twice a week, the galleries are 
cleared, the doors closed in the most solemn 
manner, and the old farce of secret sessions 
is re-enacted. 

These sessions are secret only in name. 
As soon as the doors are open, all the wide- 
awake newspaper correspondents know 
what has occurred, and if the matter is of 
any interest, they proceed to.send to their 
papers a verbatim report of the proceedings. 
it rarely happens that the proceedings of the 
senate are of any importance, but the corres- 
pondents and reporters, having fallen into 
the habit of giving the gist of matters open 
and secret, continue to do so day after day. 

It is this that has angered the glorious old 
senate, and now a smelling committee is at 
work pumping the newspaper correspondents 
and trying to discover how the verbatim pro- 
ceedings of the secret sessions get into the 
Mewspapers. Some high and mighty talk on 
this subject has taken place in the senate 
and it is suggestive enough of the change 
that is coming.

threat will be carried out. It will be the 
first step toward the abolition of the senate 
itself, which, in these latter days, bears no 
close relations to our democratic institutions. 
It is a silly and an unnecessaay imitation of 
the house of lords. In the better days of 
the republic the office of senator carried with 
it some distinction. It was the seal and the 
sign of statesmanship, and it was conferred 
only on those who had fairly won the honors 
it carried with it. In these days it is chiefly 
the resort of political hacks, grannies, and 
millionaires who are able to purchase legis- 
latures. P 


It is only the secret sessions, where the 


hall is transformed into a temporary bear- 
pit, and where senators call each other liars, 
that have any real interest for the public; 
and a few more attempts to punish news- 
paper correspondents for the leaky condition 
of senators, will satisfy the public that the 
senate is an affair that may be safely abol- 
ished. 


The Federal Judicial System. 

The organization and machinery provided 
by the federal government for the adminis- 
tration of justice in the courts of the United 
States have not for two decades been ade- 
quate to the needs of their expanding busi- 
ness. The result is that the judical force, 
both in the inferior Courts and in the su- 
preme court, has not been sufficient to do 
the work devolved upon them in such way 
and with such promptitude as to secure the 
rights of parties litigant. 

These facts have been well understood 
for a long time, but the unprecedented num- 
ber of bills introduced at the present session, 
both in the senate and house, on the subject 
indicates that there is at least a probability 
that something will be done. 

The delays of ‘justice in the supreme court 
—caused not by the fault of the judges, but 
by an overflow of cases—are so griexous that 
they have assumed proprotions of a national 
reproach. By impairing respect and rever- 
ence for law, they have become a source of 
public danger. Considerations of this char- 
acter lift the whole subject above the plane of 
party politics and elevate to the range of a 
high public duty on the part of congress to 
provide a remedy for existing abuses. 

The republican party has hitherto sought 
to employ the machinery of the federal 
courts as @means of interference with that 
just and wholesome home rule, which the 
solidity of the south demands; and if the 
measures proposed for the relief of suitors in 
the federal courts contemplated any enlarge- 
ment of a system with which the republicans 
might make mischief in election matters, 
would naturally arouse strong democratic op- 
position. But it seems to be. generally 
agreed that the true remedy for the present 
situation is the creation of an intermediate 
appellate court—serving the double function 
of providing a review of that large class for 
which no adequate review is now provided 
and of cutting off the excessive accumulation 
of cases on the docket of the supreme court. 
Such a court would be strictly an appellate 
court, and its judges could not, without man- 
ifest incongruity, be clothed with jurisdic- 
tion as managers of elections. 

It is doubtless on this view that Messrs. 
Culberson, Rogers and Blount and Senator 
Pugh—all staunch democrats—havé _ intro- 
duced bills on this subject at the present ses- 
sion. Mr. Cleveland recommended this leg- 
islation in two messages. Mr. Garland, as 
attorney general, urged it upon the attention 
of congress. Their republican successors 
have done likewise; and thus the matter has 
become one to which both parties stand com- 
mitted in the interests of public justice.

Rome’s New Regime. 

Rome goes through her elections, like At- 
lanta, in somewhat cyclonic fashion, but 
when it is all over the town goes on in the 
even tenor of her way. Tur CONSTITUTION 
congratulates its enterprising neighbor on 
the selection of a strong council and a strong 
mayor. There is no hazard in the prediction 
that Mayor Walton will give the city a good 
administration. His popularity, which has 
been tested in a numberof city elections, has 
remained with him in the severer test of a 
mayoralty campaign. 

Mr. Walton. has-a great opportunity, and 
we believe he will be equal to the occasion. 
Rome took a great leap forward a few years 
ago, then she rested on her oars. Now, she 
seeigs -to be steadying herself for another 
spring. At such a time the mayor wields an 
immense power for good, and with Mr. Wal- 
ton’s equipment and influence as a business 
man, his opportunities are greatly increased. 
Already identified with the most important 
movements of the board of trade and the cit- 
izens, and a leading spirit in the morth Geor- 
gia exposition, the new mayor adds new 
force to his work for Rome. 

The retiring mayor, Major W. F. Ayer, 
has been through the trying ordeal of prohi- 
bition, and comes out unscathed. That of 
itself is glory enough for one man, but Major 
Ayer has made his administration luminous 
with good sense all the way through, and he 
retires with the thanks of the people. 


An American Victory. 

We read the other day how the Hon. 
Buffalo Bill, the grand representative of 
genuine American institutions in Europe, 
together with his trained Indians and his 
performing cowboys, had an audience with 
the pope. It was on the occasion of the 
pope’s anniversary, and in the midst of the 
pageantry—the glittering uniforms of the 
Swiss guard and the brilliant robes of the 
attendants—Buffalo Bill, his Indians and his 
cowboys, formed an unfamiliar but exceed- 
ingly picturesque group. The pope, benign 
and gracious, gave to this strange assembly 
his benediction, and the motley procession of 
Americans passed out of the vatican. 

The event was the sensation in Rome, but 
we observe from the newspapers that the 
Hon. Buffalo Bill has provided still another 
sensation for the people of Rome. The 
duke of Sermonita, it seems, has on his es- 
tates a drove of wild horses, raised on the 
Pontine marshes, and he declared that no 
cowboy on earth could ride one. In behalf 
of his men, the Hon. Buffalo Bill accepted 
the challenge. The duke made a selection 
of six of his wild horses, presumably the 
most vicious in the drove, and for several 
days the Roman authorities were busy erect- 
ing barricades to prevent the savage steeds 
from reaching the audience. | 

The trial took place on Monday, and a 
crowd of two hundred thousand people were 
in attendance, everybody expecting that two 
or three of the cowboys would be killed. In 
the audience was a large sprinkling of the 
nobility, all anxious to witness the vicious 
steeds from the Pontine marshes demolish 


and the Princess Collona, and the scions of 


allthe noble houses, and they had their 
lorgnettes with them. They sat there and 
chatted in smiling anticipation of the bloody 
defeat of the Americans. 

At last two of the wild horses were driven 
into the arena, and then the Hon. Buffalo 
Bill, sombrero in hand, announced that two 
of his young Americans would proceed to 
give the noble Italians a lesson in horse- 
training. William waved his jeweled hand, 
and in five minutes, according to the cable 


account, the cowboys had lassoed, bridled,~ 


saddled and mounted the untamable steeds 
of the Pontine regions. In five more min- 
utes, the struggle was over, and the cowboys 
were riding the horses easily around the 
arena, and the vast audience shrieked and 
roared with delight. To cap the climax, the 
Hon. Buffalo Bill then challenged any Roman 
or son of a Roman to ride his bucking 
American bronchos. 

Who will now say that peace hath no vic- 
tories? The flag of our country still flutters 
at the peak, as it were. 


The Old North State. 

It is to be regretted that the democrats in 
North Carolina show, in some localities, a 
disposition to over-estimate the importance 
of certain persons, local issues and class in- 
terests. | 

The letter of our special correspondent in 
another column gives a general survey of 
the political situation in the old north state, 
and the facts presented are full of signifi- 
cance. 

The North Carolina democrats, after due 
reflection, will doubtless come to the con- 
clusion that their only hope of good govern- 
ment depends upon harmony within their 
ranks, and a solid front. We must let our 
personal preferences and local issues wait 
for adjustment until we succeed in regain- 
ing our lost vantage ground, and rescue the 
republic from the dangers of centralism.

LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE. 


Primary Elections. 

EpItTors CONSTITUTION :—A8 nominations for the 
various offices will soon be in order in the interests 
of harmony and democratic unity, the writer 
wishes to submit a few suggestions on the sub- 
ject of primaries. It is a moss-covered maxim in 
the creed of the deciples of Jefferson, that the 
voice of the people isomnipotent and when this 
cardinal doctrine is practically abrogated by the 
ring politician, we are in danger of drifting from 
the faith of the fathers and of riding on treacher- 
ous seas. Our representative system evidently 
contemplates the most cordial sympathy and com- 
munity of interest between the elector and the 
representative, and in proportion as we weaken 
the bond we imperil the highest interest of the 
masses. Indeed, it may be safely affirmed that 
the greatest dangers that now threaten our insti- 
tutions chiefly arise from a lack of 
sympathy between the representative 
and the constituent, and this 
mainly results from the open and notorious frauds 
practiced in the selection of candidates. While 
any person may present his claims for popular 
recognition and solicit by all fair means the suf- 
frages of the people, it is indispensable to 
the maintenance of party discipline that nom- 
inations should be the real expressions of the peo- 
ple’s will. To say the least, it is fairly debatable 
whether party fealty requires one to cast his vote 
for a candidate whose nomination was procured 
by questionable methods. Where political con- 
tests are close and the issues involved are mo- 
mentous it may be the part of wisdom to accept 
the decision of a convention as final. But even 
in such case it is pardonable to falter in the ranks 
and to refuse to obey the orders of the self-im- 
posed leader. Between open rebellion and the 
implied sanction of fraud the Christian patriot is 
drawn into an embarrassing position. The nom- 
inee, indeed, may be obnoxious to a large 
number, on whose votes he must 
rely for election. Still, if his nomination 
was fairly obtained— if the people have spoken or 
have had a reasonable opportunity to be heard and 
their choice has been indicated, every man is 
bound in consistency to support him. 

Whatever may be said of the inconvenience of 
primary elections and the difficulty of securing a 
“air expression by their means, they are, by all 
odds, less obnoxious to criticism than the small 
convention of small politicians which usually dic- 
tates platforms and names the standard bearer. 
The cabal prepares its slate long in advance of any 
choice by the rural districts, and nine times out of 
ten the slate wins. The great body of the voters 
generally submit, because concert of action is 
almost out of question. Is it not true that in 
most of our county and district conventions 
the names of the chairmen, secretaries and of 
the committeemen are well known weeks before 
they meet. Certain motions are to be made by 
certain men and seconded by certain men; 
certain men are to be appointed by a certain 
chairman on certain committees, and these com- 
mittees are to make certain reports. A certain 
delegate is to move the adoption of the report and 
a certain other delegate to second the motion. 
The uninitiated delegate sits in blissful ignorance 
of allthe plans, and admires the clock-work of 
the complex machinery. Now all these perfunc- 
tory performances are perfectly familiar to the 
average politician, and we admit that, in such 
cases, the voice of the people has not been heard. 
Very often they have had no opportunity to ex- 
press their wishes. either because the call for the 
convention was not known, or, owing tothe dis- 
tance, they found it inconvenient to attend. 

The remedy for these evils is plain;on the day 
when nominations are to be made, the polls should 
be opened at each voting precinct and each voter 
allowed to deposit his vote for the man of his 
choice. The managers of the elcction might be 
selected by the restriction candidates and 
sworn to impartially perform their duty. The 
consolidation of the votes in the different districts 
or counties, as the case may be, ought to determ- 
ine the result, and the candidate chosen ought to 
be the standard bearer of his party. 

It is not my purpose, however, to go into details, 
but simply to call attention to the importance of a 
change in our plan of selecting candidates. What 
say you, Mr. Editor, on the subject of primaries?

~—The farmers of Polk county shower theig 
wisdom last year by largely increasing the area of 
clover and grasses. Under the stock laws of that 
county it will be necessary for the farmers of the 
county to increase the size of their pastures and 
more hay will be in demand under the new 
regime. The Cedartown Standard upon this sub- 
ject Says: Let there be twice as inuch clover and 
grass sown this year as was last. We will nog 
apologize for further suggesting that our farmers 
will find it greatly to their advantage to go liber- 
ally into the raising of soiling crops—such as @ 
succession of the larger growing varieties of sugar 
corn. This will give them highly remunerative 
crops to feed all kinds of stock from the 20th of 
June till the last of September. Then if they 
would add the raising of alfalfa and lucerne for 
green feeding, and wind up by growing the vari- 
ous root crops adapted to this section, they would 
find it easy to raise all the stock that would be 
needed and that at a handsome profit.

Inthe course Of a short discussion upon the 
sdvisabiliiy of admitting negro preachers into 
this association—a movement, by the way, 
which Mr. Thirkield strongly approved, and 
the others did not—that gentleman made some 
remarks.

After he had finished talking, Dr. Morrison 
arose and asked privilege to ask Dr. Thirkield 
aqtestion. This being granted, he said: 

“Doctor, I.want to know if Iam correct in 
my understanding of what you have said? I 
wish to know whether I understood you to 
state that General Gordon, in an address de- 
livered somewhere in the north, gave utter- 
ance to sentiments he would not have used in 
addressing a southern audience ?”’ 

“No, I don’t mean that,’’ answered Dr. 
Thirkield. ‘‘What I mean is that in speaking 
to an audience in the north, where the people 
are differently circumstanced from the south- 
ern people, [I would reach my point by a differ- 
ent route.”’ 

‘You don’t say nor intimate, then,’’ replied 
Dr. Morrison, ‘‘that Governor Gordon uttered 
sentiments inthe north that he would not utter 
in the south?” 

"No, I don’t,”’ answered Mr. Thirkield. 

tev. Mr. Strickland, of the Baptish church, 
then asked: 

“You stated in your address that there are 
places in Kentucky, Tennesse and Georgia 
so illiterate and degraded as to amount 
to barbarism ; doctor, will you please tell me 
where to find these barbarians in Georgia ?’’

He used it in a qualified sense, similar 
to that in which Dr. Bushnell used it several 
years’ ago. } 

Then Dr. Pogue, the young Presbyterian 
divine, had a word to say. 

“Tt happens that Lhave been a missionary 
among those illiterate people in the mountains 
of Kentucky,’’ he said, ‘‘and while there are 
many ignorant people among them, there are 
no barbarians in Kentucky, and I repel the 
charge. And I want to speak, furthermore, 
that the doctor, in making a speech upon a 
queation like this sheuld confine himself to 
facts that he lows.” 

‘Nowy, Mr. Chairman,’? said Dr. Morrison, 
as he rose to his feet, ‘it happens, strangely 
enough, that Tennessee, Kentucky and 
Georgia are the states, and the only states, in 
which I have ever lived. But I happen to 
know something about Indiana, Ohio and Illi- 
nois. I wanito say that. in Kentucky, Ten- 


-nessee nor Georgia can be found a spot which 


will surpass certain places in  Indi- 
ana, Ohio and TIliinois in ignorance 
and illiteracy and want of development, and 
while Lam speaking, I take occasion to recom- 
men to this evangelical preachers’ meeting 
an utterance made by William M. Leftwitch, 
of Nashville, Tenn., whieh is found in today’s 
Constitution. Inthis he gives the true so- 
lution of this race problem, recommending 
that 6,000,000 negroes be sent into the norsh- 
ern cities and eountry places, having access 
to hotels, sleeping cars, the citizens’ homes, 
their parlors and their beds. In other words, 
Bive the people therea chance to give a prac- 
tical demonstration of that sympathy of which 
their hearts have ever been overtiowing. I 
make that suggestion to this body.” 

Asa reply to this, Dr. Thirkield arose and 
said the colored people would have a very 
hard tine up there; that while there might 
not be so much caste, yet color prejudice-in 
the north is as strong as it is here. 

“It is true there are sections in Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Georgia, in which there is much 
ignorance,”’ said Rev. Mr. Cleveland, “but 
the same is also true of every state of this 
Mnion; and I can see no reason why, in mak- 
ing the utterance, under the circumstance, 
these places should be singled ont and made 
prominent, when the same thing is true in 


the very state in which the speaker was speak- 


ing, and in every state of the union.” 

Dr. Thirkield said in conclusion: 

“T may have been unfortunate in my ad- 
dress. I was careful, however, to commend 


the efforts being made by ministers in the field:

'MORE YOUNG DOCTORS. 


ATLANTA MEDICAL COLLEGE COM- 
MENCEMENT, 


Fifty-one Doctors of the Class of 1889-'90 
Receive Their Diplomas—A Great Crowd > 
Witness the Exercises, 


The thirty-second annual commencement of 
the Atlanta Medical college, which took place 
lastnight at DeGive’s opera house, attracted a 
great crowd. 

A half an hour before the hour set for the 
opening of the exercises every seat on the 
lower floor was taken, and those who came 
late were forced to stand at the back of the 
theatre or seek a resting place in the gal- 
lery. 

Many of the leading doctors of the city were 
on the stage, and the members of the faculty 
received many congratulations on the person- 
ality of the graduating class, and also on the 
high standard which the college has attained. 

Rev. Dr. John W. Heidt opened the exer- 
cises by a beautiful prayer, during which the 
great audience remained standing. 

THE PROCTOR’S REPORT. 

Dr. W. 8S. Kendrick, the proctor of the col- 
lege, then read the following report: 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 6, 1890.—To the Board of 
Directors of the Atlanta Medical College—Gentle 
men: The session of 1889-90 has been an exceed- 
ingly prosperous one for the institution—-the class 
being the largest in the history of the school, and 
the revenues greater than ever before. New fea- 
tures have been introduced, and no pains spared 
to bring the teaching up to the standard of the 
best medical schools in the country. 

The number of matriculants reached 135-—sixty- 
five seniors and seventy juniors. Of these, Geor- 
ria furnished 100, Alabama 18, South Carolina 5, 

exas 4, North Carolina 3, Arkansas 1, Florida], 
Wisconsin 1, Mississippi 1 and Mexico 1. 

The folowing gentiemen—fifty-one in nnmber— 
have passed satisfactory examinations and ask for 
the degree of ‘‘Doctor of Medicine.” They are 
sober, industrious and moral, and we hope will 
maintain, with dignity and honor, the profession 
at whose door they now knock for admittance. 

THE GRADUATING CLASS. 

The graduating class was then called to the 
stage in classes, and each of the graduates were 
presented with 4 parchment, authorizing the 
bearer to practice medicine, and conferring on 
him the degree of medical doctor. The new 
physicians were:

Judge Marshall Clarke delivered the docu- 
ments, and when each of the fifty-one gentle- 
men had received the prize for which. he had 
labored for two years and had returned to the 
auditorium, he made a telling speech congrat- 
ulating them on the result of their work and 
urging them not te’ abate in their efforts until 
they had achieved the success in life which 
was attainable by all hard-working, honest, 
professional men. 

MR. ALEXANDER’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Hooper Alexander delivered the annual 
oration, and his eloquent words evidently had 
a great effect on his hearers. He made two 
points in his discourse; one was courage, and 
the other was fidelity to duty. Both these 
qualities, he claimed, were specially needed by 
doctors, and he illustrated his meaning by 
many beautiful illustrations of what had been 
accomplished by the exercise of these two 
virtues. He also gave the reverse of the pic- 
ture, and showed the despicable results and 
the general contempt in which men who failed 
in courage or fidelity in time of need were held 
by their fellows. 

THE VALEDICTORIAN. 

Dr. J. A. Quillian delivered the valedictory 
address. After speaking of the necessities of 
life, Dr. Quillian then reviewed the past of 
his class and anticipated the unknown future 
which was opening out to his class mates. Af- 
ter speaking in an enthusiastic way of Atlanta 
and her people, the orator wished her eyery 
success until her fame should reach from the 
gulf tothe lakes, and from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific. 

‘‘Amid all that is happy,’’ he continued, 
‘fcomes sadness. The tears of the old soldiers 
for Jefferson Davis had hardly ceased to quiver 
on their eyelids before they were again called 
forth to testify to the worth of. one of Geor- 
gia’s most noble sons, and the soldiers’ friend. 
a better friend this grand city of 90,000 people 
never had. It mattered not how great or how 
small the favorasked, or how lowly the person 
asking, but that he was ready to respond. 
Henry W. Grady was a friend the like of which 
this noble people shall never find again. 

In conclusion Dr. Quillian appealed. to his 
classmates to lead such lives that when the 
end came, as come it would, they would be re- 
ceived in future hfe with the words, ‘‘Well 
done, thou good and faithful servant.”’ 

THE PRIZES. 

Colonel T. P. Westmoreland delivered the 
prizes tothe three honor men. Dr. D. B. 
Bosworth received the first honor; Dr. W. P. 
McGranda the second,, and Dr. E. M. Baily 
the third honor: Dr. Kendrick stated, how- 
ever, that he wished to make honorable men- 
tion of Doctors J. C. Bennett and R. S. Speers, 
as only a quarter of a vote had prevented their 
sharing in an honor. F

A PHILANTHROPIST DEAD, 


William Bucknell, of Philadelphia, Dies 
Suddenly. 

PHILADELPHIA, March 6.—William Buck- 
nell, philanthropist, died suddenly of apo- 
plexy, at his residence in this city, last night; 
aged seventy nine years. Mr. Bucknell’s gift 
to Bucknell university, at Lewisburg, Pa., one 
of the foremost educational institutions in 
Pennsylvania, first known as the university of 
Lewisburg, the name being changed in honor of 
his donation, which amounted to $142,000. Mr. 
Bucknell’s gifts to the Baptist church were 
also most munificent in character. Since 1851 
he has given away for church and missionary 
purposes over $525,000, and aided, toa very 
large amount, the erection and dedication, free 
from deht of the Baptist publication house, on 
Chestnut street, above Broad, in this city.

Two of the banks are already in operation. 
The American Trust and Banking company 

was organized in Atlanta last Séptember, 
under a charter granted by the last legtslature. 

This is the charter under which the consoli- 
dated corporation will transact its business. 

Mr. Walker P. Inman has been president of 
the Trust and Banking company. 

Another is the Traders’ bank, of which Mr. 
James R. Wylie 1s president. 

The third is a banking company that has 
never begun business under its charter. 
Amongst the stockholders are some wealthy 
gentlemen from Gainesvillo and At- 
lanta, Georgia, backed by some of 
the strongest financial institutions of 
Philadelphia.

The plaintiff recites further that negotia- 
tions were opened with one J. F. Wellham. 
among others, for the purchase of the said 
property, and that the defendant was made ac- 
quainted with the name of Mr. Wellham as a 
possible purchaser. 7 

Messrs. Scott & Co. aver that without giv- 
ing them notice of withdrawal of the property 
from their lists, and without consulting them 
at all, the defendant, Mrs, O’Fanninghan, be- 
gan personal negotiations with Mr. Wellham, 
aud finally closed a trade with him, receiving 
$1,500 for her property, the price at- which it 
appeared on his books. 

And it is further set forth that the defend- 
ant refused topay the plaintiff his lawful com: 
mission, as specified in their contract. 

It is claimed by the real estate firm that 
shey are entitled to a commission on the sale 
the same as if it had been actually closed by 
them, because they were the original means of 
attracting the purchaser’s attention to the 
property.

Congress is about to pass a bill that will 
revolutionize the credit gystem of the country, 
The north and west are: almogt solid for the 
Torrey bankrupt bill now pbefare the,;judiciary 
committee of the house, and there is little 
doubt that it will pass: 

Wehave hadno bankrupt law for fifteen 
years, and many of the younger business men 
have little conception of the state of credits 
under the old ilaw. It . was gen- 
erally deprecated by the mercan- 
tile community berause the creditors 
hardly ever got anything out of a bankrupt 
estate. The court costs and expenses generally 
took about all the bankrupt-left, ~ : 

Many oppose it because they. thipk it is a 
bad thing for a man.to be wholly absolyed of 
his debts. It will tend to make men take 
more risks when they know that’ when they 
stagger and fall undera heavy load the gov- 
ernment will come along and roll off the bur- 
den, so they can gé@t- up amd try over, 
When a mal knows. his debts 
will hang over him for a _ life time 
he isscbered by the knowledge of a heavy 
weight hanging over those who fail. 

“Tf this bankrupt law passes,’’ said Mr. Stuart 
Woodson, ‘‘you will see them drop off like 
autumn leaves. Iam satisfied there are mer- 
chants hanging on by the skin of their teeth, 
making desperate efforts to hold out until this 
bill becomes a law, so they can take advan- 
tage of it. Under the old bankrupt law there 
were a great many more failures in proportion 
to business than now. 

“Tf we must have any bankrupt law, I sup- 
pose this is as good as any. It provides for a 
fair showing to all the creditors without any 
preference. It is urged for the bill that it 
gives aman a chance when he has been un- 
fortunate. He can get thatnow. Where there 
isa clean failure ereditors are always willing 
to compromise and let him start anew, without 
being handicapped. <A halfdozen instances of 
that kind have occurred here. Under the pres- 
ent system there is no necessity for failures. 
A large per cent of them are caused by specu- 
lation--a few by dry rot. 

“T am satisfied. the bill will pass. The 
north and west are almost solid fer it, and it is 
easy to see why. Their trade centers deal with 
a half dozen or more states, and itis hard for 
then: to keep up with so many collection laws, 
They want a woiform system by which every 
creditor will ‘have a fair showing. In Atlanta 
our business is almost entirely with Geor- 
gia, Alabaina, South Carolina = and 
Florida, and we are satisfied 
with their colleetion laws.”’ 

President Oglesby, of the chamber of com- 
merce, said of the law: 

“One objection I have is that it will cheapen 
credits. Men will take more risks when they 
know they can get relief in case of disaster. 
There is humanity in the idea,-and I think 
where a man is unfortunate and fails under a 
oad of debt that he can never move, he ought 
to be given another chance. Buthecan gen- 
erally get that chance from his creditors. 

‘Tt has been my practice when a man made 
a cleaif, honest failure, and paid all he could, 
to let him alone afterwards. There are some- 
times smal! creditors who defeat a compro- 
mise, men who sit back on a hundred-dollar 
claim.and say they will keep it until he makes 
a little, then jump on it. The heavier cred- 
itors cannot afford to do that, and the action 
of the man with a small account is unjust to 
the others. All that is wiped opt by 
this ~ bill. If half the creditors, in 
number and amount, agree to take fifty 
cent on the dollar the law forces that compasi- 
If it is for less than fifty cents the con- 
is re- 


tion. 
sent of three fourths of the creditors 
quired. 

‘There is an injustice in the present system 
that isdone away in this. If a'man is in a 
shaky condition, the first creditor who gets 
there gets his money or secures it. Under this 
law that could not be done. No mortgage, 
sale, judgment or lein within four 
months of the bankruptcy will hold’ good. 
Those creditors who have in that time secured 
themselves or taken goods will be forced to 
disgorge. This will lessen the labor of doing 
business and will prevent a great deal of ras- 
cality now perpetrated by means of sales to 
friends or kinsmen. Such sales within four 
months are invalid and deenred preferences, 
and this law wipes out all preferences.”’ 

The matter comes up before the chamber of 
commerce next Tuesday at the regular 
monthly meeting, and Mr. B. F. Abbott, who 
practiced under the old bankrupt law, will 
read a paper on the Torrey bill, which he 
thinks a great improvement on the law in ef- 
fect twenty years ago. It is said that the new 
law‘is less cumbrous and less expensive than 


the old. 


Last fall the directors of the chamber of 
commerce adopted a_ resolution asking 
the Georgia congressmen to oppose the bill.
